utions  aggregating  $20  million.  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and 
ip  Agreement,  additional  contributions  to  the  capital  of 
M  $20  million  were  made  in  December  of  1978,  December 
^  ^79,  December  of  1980  and  December  of  1981;  as  of  December 
aggregate  cumulative  investment  of  the  Partners  was  $  1 00 

*  Qualified  Investments.  Aggregate  qualified  investments  of  the 
■  '^Cactually  made  as  of  December  3 1 ,  1 99 1  totalled  $259, 1 39,2 1 9. 
list  of  investments  made  is  set  forth  in  Appendix  A. 

.    fe^Ployment  Considerations.  MCRC  expects  that  its  aggregate 
•^aient  activities  as  of  December  31,  1991  will  permit  eligible 
to  create  7,580  positions  in  the  Commonwealth  and 
^.094  existing  jobs.  The  Secretary  of  Economic  Affairs  has 
these  expectations  in  the  case  of  157  of  the  167  eligible 
^  and  has  independently  confirmed  that  the  aggregate 
of  MCRC  can  be  expected  to  create  7,404  new  positions  and 
3,746.  The  expected  employment  impact  of  MCRC's 
on  the  remaining  10  eligible  borrowers  receiving  funds  is 
lew  by  the  Secretary  of  Economic  Affairs.  A  detailed  analysis
